(1) A gas main in CHESTNUT AVENUE, from a point 166
feet south of East 14th Street northerly 46 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 13.5 feet west
of and parallel bo the east property line of said
CHESTNUT AVERUE

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not
less then 23 feet.

(2) A gas main in NASH AVENUE, from a point %38 feet
vest of Kinney Avenue westerly 1Th feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel
to the north property line of said RASH AVENUE.

Said gas main deseribed above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.
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(3) A gas main in WALTER STREET, from a point 838 feet
west of Midway Street westerly 97 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel
t0 the north property line of said WALTER STREET.

Said gas mein described sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(4) A gas main in EAST WWTE STREET, from a polnt 6 feet
west of Eilers Avenue westerly 4 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 15 feet south of and parallel to
the porth property line of said EAST LUTH STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet,

(5) A gas main in EILERS AVENUE, from a point 10 feet
north of East Mith Street southerly 111 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 10 feet west of and

- parallel to the east property line of said EILERS AVENUE.

 said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear from other
underground utilities, but is baged upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the mimtrmm depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
grester depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Southern Unlon Gas Company is further
put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or
replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
nawed in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
said mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Menasger, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the
certain franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

space to be used in the work and for the storage of materisls therefor;
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAP space for the uses hereinabove emumerated be granted to said
J. M. Odom, the boundery of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk end Street Working Space

Beginning at the scutheast cormer of the above de~
seribed property; thence in a southerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of West 23rd Street Yo a
point b feet south of the north curb line; thence in a
westerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
West 23rd Street approximately 120 feet to a point;
thence in a northerly direction and at right angles to
the centerline of West 23rd Street to the southwest -
corney of the above described property;

Thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
t0 the centerline of San Antonio Street to a point 12
feet west of the east curb line; thence in a northerly
direction and parallel with the centerline of San Antonio
Street approximetely 200 feet to a point; thence in an
easterly direction snd at right angles to the centerline
of San Antonio Street to the west line of the above de-

scribed property.

2. TEAT the above privileges and allotment of space ave granted to the
said J. M. Odom, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon the following express
terms and conditions: ' ,

(). That the Comtractor shell comstruct a four-foot walkway within
the outer boundsries of the above describved working space, such walkway to
be protected on each side by a guard rail at least four feet high and substan-
tially braced apd anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any
kind along the pavement within the walkway, and at any 4ime in the opinion of
the City officials it becomes necessary for any reason 40 install a board
f£loor within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from +the Building
Inspector immediately place such a wood floor and gubstantially support same to
prevent sagging under load.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain 2 person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This
gate is ndt to open out so as to impede vehiculsr of pedestrian traffic.

(3). ‘hat no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the mtreet outside of the allotted working
space.

(4). That "NO PARKING" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.
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(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersectionm.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for eny damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkwey, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
mterials and other cobstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk of street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other chstructions shall be removed not
later than September 1, 1953.

(10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privilieges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demsnd it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enfter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilitlies, or for other necessary public purposes.

- (12). That any public utility, or public or private property, distmrbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for sald building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractor's expense.

(13). The the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmiess the City of Austin from any claims or demsges to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
situated on the north side of East 383 Street as a private gasoline plant,
which property iz leased by the American Moving and Storage Company and is a&n
unplatted lot in the R. H. Johnson Tract in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texms, and hereby asuthorized the said American Moving and Storasge Company to
operate a private gasoline plant consisting of 550-gallon undergroand tank and
pump for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from which
no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the same being operated in compliance
with all the ordinances relating thereto and further subject to the foregoing
attached recommendations; and the Building Inspector is hereby authorized to
issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this private gasoline plant
after full compliance with all the provisions of this resolution and sald
permission shall be held to be granted and accepted subject to all necessary,
reagonable and proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the
City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper police, traffic and

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of American Moving and
Storage Company for permission t0 operate a private gasoline plant consisting
of a 550-gallon underground tank and pump for the sole purpose of servicing
their own motor equipment end from which no gasoline is to be sold, upon
property located on the north side of East 38-1/2 Street, which property is
unplatted in the R. H. Johnson Tract and locelly known as 1300 Bast 38.1/2
Street. ‘

"This property is located in a "C" Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Undexwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that sll tenks and
pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

He stated the matter had been submitted to some of the contractors, and
MeKOWN & SON at this time was the only one interested, The cost to the owner
would be $3.75 for curb, gutter, and paving. The city's cost would be approxi-
mately 93¢ a foot. He stated the life of this paving would run 15 to 20 years R
and would provide paving to those who wanted it. It would be 100% sign up on
this voluntary plan. The Mayor suggested that the contractor on this plan should
not be given as long a time on the sign up as the others. Councilman Long favores
this program if it would not affect the other program, and only be a supplement
to it. The City Manager stated 1f the Couneil felt it was all right s Mr. McKown
would go shead and start working on the plan, No formal actlon was taken by the
Couneil, but the Council indicated its approval. Councilmsn White made inquiry
1f this would bar any other contractor interested. The City Manager and City At-
torney explained that it would not; but that when a particular section was being
worked on, that contractor should be given a certain time in which he eould do
his work and contact the owner.
